The 400 square miles of water with 
over 900 miles of waterfront that comprise 
the port include eight navigable bays and 
several rivers.

More than ocean going ships keep port 
payrolls flowing. More than 5,000 harbor 
craft include floating cranes and grain 
elevators, open and covered barges, scows, 
tugs, tank barges, and the gigantic facili- 
ties of 12 truckline railroads, warehouses 
and countless other installations contrib- 
ute to the port’s outstanding importance 
and earning power.

Until mid-1957, world trade had been 
running at high levels for at least a couple 
of years and those of us engaged in the 
shipping business had become accustomed 
to full cargoes, good rates, and resulting 
satisfactory earnings. Although this trade 
has recently fallen substantially below 
these peaks, I see no immediate reason to 
believe we are experiencing other than one 
of the recurring adjustments in a cyclical 
industry. 

Events during and immediately follow- 
ing the Suez crisis caused a sharp demand 
for tanker tonnage which quickly spread 
to other types of vessels and caused a dis- 
location in the orderly processes of vessel 
schedules and utilization which will re- 
quire some time to recede from the over- 
flow of those banks and return to its 
pre-Suez status. In retrospect, it would 
appear that this disturbance to world 
trade in an important area had a super- 
imposed effect in anticipation and imagi- 
nation upon the minds of those involved 
or capable of involvement, greater than 
the realistic facts and requirements. 

To old hands in the trade, it should 
therefore not be surprising that such con- 
ditions require time for adjustment and 
redeployment of vessels, and that at the 
end of a period of high-level trading it 
should spread its effect to other areas in 
the highly fluid pool of World Shipping. 
In the United States, experienced opera- 
tors recognize these facts for what they 
are, and, like old-time skippers, shorten 
sail and steady the course. They in no 
manner become panicky or discouraged. 

That this is true of the experienced 
American companies is evidenced by their 
latest optimism of the long-range view. 
Within the past few months, three large 
United States companies have placed or- 
ders with American shipyards for the con- 


struction of 17 new modern cargo vessels

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Railroads In Foreign Trade 


N AN address before the Western Railway 

Club, Wayne A. Johnston, president of the 
Illinois Central Railroad, said in part 

“I am aware of the fact that many of 
your companies have diversified into other 
lines of manufacture because our purchases 
have dropped to a point too low to keep 
your plants going. You have taken a logi- 
cal and sensible step. It is a step we very 
much want to take ourselves. In fact, di- 
versification is as necessary for us as it 
has been for some of you. One of the most 
valuable developments in modern American 
business has been this trend toward diver- 
sification. Thousands of companies in addi- 
tion to the rail supply group have sought to 
strengthen their corporate position by en- 
tering into other fields of production. Their 
purpose, of course, has been to level out 
the dips in the business curve. 

“Imagine what our economic history 
would have been if companies making one 
product had not been free to switch to new 
lines. If Studebaker had not gone into the 
making of ‘horseless carriages’ at the turn 
of the century, it would long since have 
gone out of business, or else exist today 
merely as a small manufacturer of wagons. 
Imagine if DuPont by law were still re- 
stricted to its original manufacture of ex- 
plosives. Giant merchandisers have become 
commonplace in modern American business 
enterprise. Be it the supermarket in gro- 
ceries, the integrated drug store, or the 
large department store, it is the breadth of 
their operations which has made them suc- 
cessful But unfortunately for American 
transportation, this type of freedom has 
been denied the railroads. They and the 
railway supply industry would be far 
stronger today if this right to diversify was 
possessed by the railroads. The real losers, 
however, are the people of the United 
States. They are paying higher price and 
getting less service than they would under 
diversified transportation 

“What we must do is throw our enerevies 
into the effort to win the right to diversify. 
As you all know, that right is severely re- 
stricted now. We are restricted from going 
into air transportation. Certain railroads 
would like the right to enter into the barge 
business, but that path is largely blocked 


by law. Most railroads are in the trucking 
business to some extent, but our operations 
are severely limited by restrictions that di 
lute the full benefit of rail-truck service. 
On the Illinois Central, for example, we op- 
erate a joint rail-truck service in which we 
have to contend with a ‘key-point’ restric- 
tion calling for either a prior or a 
quent rail movement 
“We want the right to offer the public a 
integrated transportation service, be 
it by rail, truck, barge or air. We're going 
to fight to get that right, the same right 
enjoyed by other business firms I firmly 
believe that we railroads must win that 
right if we are ever to become first-class 
citizens of the business world By first- 
class citizens, I mean having the freedom to 
make full managerial decisions, to decide 
what is best for ourselves, and not have 
those decisions made by governmental 
agencies.”

000 for fuel, materials and supplies, exclud- 
ing equipment, the Asseciation of American 
Railroads announced. This was a decrease 
of $67,377,000, or 3.6% under such expendi- 
tures made in 1956. The decline resulted 
from a trimming of inventories in a period 
of reduced earnings and traffic. The physi 
cal volume of purchases showed a greater 
relative decline than did dollar volume, 
owing to increases in unit prices, most 
notably in the iron and steel products and 
fuel categories.

GENERAL DEVELOPMENTS 


37TH ANNUAL LUNCHEON — Senator 
Jacob K. Javits of New York, who has long 
been an advocate of liberal trade policies, 
was the honored guest and principal speak- 
er at the 37th Annual Luncheon of the 
National Council of American Importers 
This event, in which other import 
modity organizations in this country par 
ticipate, was held on Monday, April 21, 
1958, at the Hotel Astor in New York. 


H. R. 10368—EXTENSION OF THE RE- 
CIPROCAL TRADE AGREEMENTS ACT— 
From February 17 to March 26, 1958, the 
House Committee on Ways and Means held 
public hearings on H R. 10368, the bill 
which proposes to extend the Trade Agree 
ments Act beyond its present expiration 
date of June 30, 1958. The Executive Vice 
President of the Council testified before 
this Committee on March llth in support 
of a 5-year extension of the Act, and for 
new bargaining power to the President to 
reduce duties in reciprocal trade agreement 
negotiations He strongly opposed, how- 
ever, the proposal in the bill which would 
authorize the President to increase duties 
by 50% over the July 1, 1934, rates in 
escape clause cases. The Council was one 
of the sponsoring organizations of the bi- 
partisan all-day rally held in Washington 
on March 27th to emphasize the need for 
the continuation of the reciprocal trade 
agreements program (A copy of the 
council's statement on H.R 10368 to the 
Ways and Means Committee will be sent 
upon request.) 


H. R. 6006—ANTIDUMPING ACT—The 
Senate Committee on Finance held public 
hearings on H. R. 6006 on March 26 and 
27, 1958. This bill, which was passed by 
the House of Representatives on August 
29, 1957, proposes to amend the Antidump 
ing Act of 1921 tinder this bill, the Trea 
sury Department could make a finding of 
sales at less than fair value by what the 
Department itself calls an exercise in 
arithmetk that is, whenever it finds that 
for any reason whatever an article is sold 
in the United States at a price which is 
lower than the price of the article in its 
home market. Because this would effect a 
fundamental departure from the clear pur- 
pose of the present Act, that is the pre- 
vention of predatory or deliberate dump- 
ing, the Executive Vice President of the 
National Council told the Finance Com- 
mittee that H. R. 6006 should be held in 
abeyance until a more careful and detailed 
study of all basic objectives of antidump-

Our affiliate, The Chieage Freight Forwarders & Customs Brokers Association, has 
written to us to advise that their members will handle all forwarding details for 
Reasonable fee based on the services performed, and that they will not require ar 
portion of the brokerage paid by the carrier, unless it has been agreed in advance that

Surely this announcement plainly proclaims that members can make mutually 
factory arrangements with their fellow-members in the Chicago district.

has encouraged many companies to turn t: 
private motor transportation, using their 
own trucks thus escaping the tax The 
freight tax discriminates between long-haul 
and short-haul shippers and tends to dis 
rupt normal market relationships. This 
applies particularly to Western railroads 
It also discriminates between the big ship 
per, and the little shipper. The big shipper 
with capital available, can purchase |! 
own fleet of trucks and avoid the tax, while 
the little shipper, compelled to use public 
transportation, is required to pay the tax 
These excise taxes, by diminishing carrier 
revenues, make for unsound economic con 
ditions and should be repealed, the purpose 
for which they were enacted have ceased 
long ago.”

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Under Secretary Suggest Tourism To Japanese in Osaka Fair Speech- —~Japan's scenic 
attractions comprise an export which does not compete with any American product and 
could be one of its best foreign-exchange earners, Walter Williams, Under Secretary of 
Commerce, said in an address preceding the opening of the International Trade Fair at 
Osaka, Japan. , : 

Secretary Williams, head of the U. S. Trade Mission to Japan, said he was strongly 
impressed by Japan's rare scenic beauty, the vigor and industry of its people, and by the 
deepgoing friendship that exists between Japan and the United States. 

In discussing Japan's tourist attractions, Secretary Williams said 

“Japan has one product which it is marketing far less effectively than would be pos- 
sible and desirable. It is a unique product which, strictly speaking, does not compete 
directly with any American product. It could and should be one of Japan's biggest foreign 
exchange earners. 

“The product I speak of is Japan itself. Our trade mission has taken pleasure and 
delight in the scenic attractions of Japan. These, of course, are only a part of Japanese 
charms. More than at any time in our history, I suppose, Americans are aware of Japanese 
natural beauty, its artistic and cultural traditions, its classic architecture and gardens, 
and its magnificent temples and shrines.”

U. S. FOREIGN TRADE FOR 1958 


S. foreign trade will be buoyant in 1958 although it will not match the unprece 
dented boom of 1957. Despite a slow-down in exports from their peak rates of a year 
ago, traceable mainly to diminished demands for certain U. S. raw materials and food 
stuffs, and to a decline in dollar resources of some of our foremost trading partners 
U. S. trade with most areas of the world is expected to at least equal high pre-1957 levels. 

U. 5. imports also prospered in 1957, but at a much more moderate rate than exports 
Reflecting the much more rapid increase in U. S. foreign sales than U. S. purchases 
abroad last year, the surplus of exports over imports in commercial trade jumped to 
$6.5 billion from $4.7 billion in 1956. Last year’s trade gap was by far the widest since 
the early years following World War II *

WAREHOUSE ENTRIES ON IMPORTS 

This will supersede and revise Circular Letter No. FT 129, dated March 30 
The revision affects only item 2, Pert of Uniading. 

in order that accurate statistics may be compiled for United States imports by 
vessels, it is essential that the following information be shown on consumption and 
warehouse entries covering such imports 

1. “Port of Lading:” Indicate the foreign port at which the merchandise was loaded 
on the vessel which transported the merchandise to the United States 

leoreign landlocked points of origin should never be shown as the port of lading. 

In the case of merchandise transshipped abroad, care should be taken to show the 
port at which the merchandise was ltoaded on the importing vessel even though the entire 
movement was covered by one through bill of lading 

The foreign port of clearance should not be shown as the port of lading unless the 
merchandise was actually loaded at the port of clearance 

When an import entry covers merchandise loaded at more than one port, each 
foreign port and the merchandise laden at that port must be shown separately in the body 
of the document 

2. “Pert of Uniading:” Indicate in terms of Schedule L), Code Classification of United 
States Customs Districts and Ports, the specific domestic port at which the merchandise 
was unloaded from the importing vessel 

When an import entry covers merchandise unladen at more than one Schedule D port 
each port of unlading and the amount of merchandise unladen at each port, if available at 
the time the entry is filed, must be shown separately in the body of the document 

When merchandise is transported in bond from the port where unladen from the 
importing vessel to another port or ports before it is entered for consumption or ware 
house, the port of unlading required to be shown on the consumption or warehouse entry 

the port or point where the merchandise was unladen from the importing vessel before 
sportation in bond 

3. “Imported on the:” [Indicate the name of the importing vessel (i.e., the vessel which 
transported the merchandise from the foreign port of lading to the United States port 
of unlading) 

i. “Flag: Indicate the nationality (vessel registry) of the importing vessel 

5. “Om (date imported) indicate the month, day and year on which the importing 
vessel arrived at the domestic port at which the merchandise was unladen on the arrival 
in question 

For merchandise entering the Customs territory of the United States from Foreign 
Trade Zones the date imported (i.e date merchandise entered the Customs territory 
of the United States from the Foreign Trade Zone) may differ substantially from the 
date of arrival of the vessel which brought the merchandise into the Foreign Trade Zons 
In such cases the date the vess«l arrived at the Foreign Trade Zone should be shown 
immediately following the name of the vessel. (C/L No. tT 251.)

In recent years, as part of a search for ways to facilitate international travel, customs 
has been conducting intensive studies and experiments with forms and procedures 
involved in the customs processing of tourists and their purchases. As a result of these 
efforts, a simplified form of passengers’ baggage declaration has been designed and 
improved procedures have been developed for processing shipments of articles acquired 
abroad by returning residents which are free of duty under the resident's exemptions 
but which do not accompany the residents upon their return. To give permanent effect 
to these improvements, to eliminate obsolete forms, and to provide for the new forms 
and procedures, the Customs Regulations are amended as follows

Section 9.3 is amended as follows: 

Paragraph (b) is amended to read 

(b) No mail or other entry shal] be issued for any shipment in the mails which is: 
(1) unconditionally free of duty and does not exceed $250 in value; or (2) accompanied 
by a properly completed customs Form 3351, Release for Unaccompanied Tourist Ship- 
ment. In the case of articles which are unquestionably the growth, produce, or manu- 
facture of the United States, and which have not been advanced in value or improved

under existing rates of drawback, section 22.4 of the Customs Regulations is amended

name of the manufacturer or producer; (iv) the succession by a sole proprietorship, 
partnership, or corporation to the drawback operations of a manufacturer or producer; 
or (v) any combination of the foregoing changes, shall be transmitted by the supervis- 
ing customs agent to a collector of customs at a port where drawback entries under 
the existing rate of drawback are liquidated. If the facts warrant, the collector shall 
in a letter to the manufacturer or producer amend the appropriate rate of drawback to 
cover the desired changes. In cases where entries under the existing rate of drawback 
are liquidated at more than one port the supplemental statement shall identify all such 
ports, and the supervising customs agent shall transmit the document in duplicate to 
the collector at each of the ports named. In such case the collector at the port first 
listed shall issue the amendment, if that action is warranted. [T.D. 54554.]

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NEW FORM (CUSTOMS FORM 5515) FOR SPECIAL 
CUSTOMS INVOICE ADOPTED 


Generally, a special customs invoice is required to be produced by section 8.15, 
Customs Regulations, in connection with each customs entry for merchandise exceeding 
$500 in price for purchased goods or $500 in value for nonpurchased goods if such mer- 
chandise is subject to a rate of duty based or dependent upon in any way its value 
with certain listed or specified exceptions provided for in paragraphs (c) and (d) of 
that section. 

Foreign Service Form 138, which has been printed and distributed by the Department 
of State for many years, is the special customs invoice presently in use. Form 138 will 
continue to be acceptable as the special customs invoice required by section 8.15 so long 
as any supplies or copies are used by the foreign exporters 

Supplies of a new special customs invoice, customs Form 5515, which is not a sale- 
able form, have been printed and are now being sent to the State Department for dis 
tribution to United States consular officers abroad where they will be available upon 
request, free of charge, to exporters of merchandise to the United States. Supplies are 
also being stocked with the Customs Information Exchange, New York, New York 

Supplies of a companion instruction sheet as to the preparation of Form 5515 have 
been printed also and will be available with supplies of the invoice form. Presently the 
instruction sheet is in English only. As soon as possible, the instruction sheet will be 
printed in a number of foreign languages. The new invoice form may be placed in use 
immediately. (C/L No, 3023.)

TARIFF-RATE QUOTA ON CERTAIN WOOLEN TEXTILES 
Presidential Proclamation No. 3225 of March 7, 1958, amends Presidential Proclama- 
tion No. 3160 of September 28, 1956 (T.D. 54212), to provide special duty treatment for 
certain woolen textiles 
Under Proclamation No. 3160, as amended, the ad valorem part of the duty will be 
assessed at the rate of 30 per centum under item 1108 or 1109 (a), Part I, Schedule XX, 
of the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade; on any of the following fabrics entered 
or withdrawn, for consumption during the calendar year 1958, or in any calendar year 
thereafter, after the applicable yearly quota has been filled: 
serges, weighing not over 6 ounces per square yard, and nuns’ veiling and other woven fabrics, 
weighing not over 4 ounces per square yard; all of the foregoing described in the clause wholly 
or in chief value of wool of the sheep, valud at over $4 per pound, in solid colors, imported to 
he used in the manufacture of apparel for members of religious orders, or 
hand-woven fabrics with a loom width of less than 30 inches 
The ad valorem part of the duty will be assessed at the rate of 45 per centum on 
all other fabrics described in item 1108 or 1109 (a) and on those articles provided for in 
the proviso to paragraph 1111 and in paragraph 1122 of the Tariff Act of 1930, which are 
entered, or withdrawn, for consumption during any calendar year after the quota for 
that year has been filled. [T.D. 54550.] 


TUNA FISH—TARIFF-RATE QUOTA 

Pursuant to Presidential Proclamation No. 3128 of March 16, 1956 (T.D. 54051), it has 
been determined that 44,693,874 pounds of tuna may be entered for consumption or withdrawn 
from warehouse for consumption during the ealendar year 1968 at the rate of 12% per 
eentum ad valorem under paragraph 718 (b), Tariff Act of 1930, as modified. Any tuna 
classifiable under paragraph 718 (b) of the tariff act which is entered, or withdrawn, for 
consumption during the current calendar year in excess of this quota will be dutiable at 
the full rate of 25 per centum ad valorem 

The above quota is based on the United States pack of canned tuna during the 
calendar year 1957, as reported by the United States Fish and Wildlife Service.

Baseball Gloves and Mitts—A number of baseball gloves and mitts have been sub- 
mitted to the Bureau as illustrative of importations of such items from Japan which 
bear no marking of the name of the country of origin or are marked by ink stamping 
inside the glove in such a way that the marking is either concealed or the article must 
be examined carefully to locate the marking. Another form of marking is by way of a 
cloth label sewn on the inner side of the strap 

None of the foregoing meets the requirements for conspicuousness in marking 
provided for in section 3204, Tariff Act of 1930, as amended. 

Subject to the exceptions set forth in section 304(a)(3), Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, 
effective immediate! no baseball glove or mitt shall be passed as properly marked 
unless the marking is reasonably permanent and is plainly visible upon casual inspection 
of the article (C/L Neo. 3027.) 

Instruction Manuals—Marking of the name of the country of origin on imported 
instruction manuals accompanying sewing machines imported into the United States 
Section 304, Tariff Act of 1930, as amended Inasmuch as this represents a change of 
practice this letter shall become effective on May 1, 1958. (C/L Neo. 30198—Supp. No. 1.) 

Furniture—The marking required under section 304, Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, 
mm imported chairs has been found to be blurred and indistinct. Subject to the excep- 
tions set forth ir ection 304(a)(3) of the act, as amended, future importations of chairs 
or other furniture should not be released unless the marking of the name of the country 
of origin clearly meets the requirements of legibility, conspicuousness, and permanency 
as provided for under section 11.8(d) of the Customs Regulations. (C/L Ne. 3024.) 

in Cans—FEffective 90 days from March 20, 1958, imported tuna in cans and 

products imported in cans which are to be labeled or relabeled after importation 

shall be marked legibly and conspicuously with the English name of the country of origin 

of the contents on a surface of the can where such marking will remain fully visible after 

the labels are affixed in the United States, unless the articles are imported under circum- 

stances in which an exception from marking under section 304, Tariff Act of 1930, as 
amended, is applicable (CL Ne. 3025.) 

Copper Pipes and Tubes An examination of samples of imported copper pipe and tube 
discloses that such articles have been released from customs without the marking of 
the name of the country of origin as required under section 304, Tariff Act of 1930, as

act, as amended, each piece of copper pipe and each piece of copper tube must be 
properly marked with the name of the country of origin.

C.LE. TARIFF CLASSIFICATION DECISIONS 

Three years ago the AMERICAN IMPORT & EXPORT BULLETIN brought 
attention of the Bureau of Customs in Washington the twin facts that C.I.E. Tariff Cl 
fications were (1) quite numerous, and (2) of public interest. As' such, the BULLI 
indicated to the authorities, a synopsis of these decisions should be made available to 
the import trade. 

John F. Budd, editor and publisher of the BULLETIN, personally discussed this 
proposal with various Collectors of Customs in different parts of the country, from coast 
to coast, receiving unanimous approval of the idea. In his negotiations with the Bureau, 
it was indicated to Budd that the Customs officials in Washington likewise were favor- 
ably disposed toward the proposal, but that before any changes could be effected certain 
procedural details would have to be overcome 

Now the BULLETIN is pleased to announce that its years of effort have been re- 
warded with positive results. The Bureau of Customs has decided to, publish this infor- 
mation as Treasury Decisions The first of a continuing series of abstracts of Bureau 
decisions considered of general interest to the Customs community appears below (T.D

Postwar Developments in Japan's Foreign Trade—In the foreword to the report, 
the Commission observes that the efforts of Japan to reestablish its economy after 
World War II have posed serious problems not only for Japan but also for some of 
its trading partners, including the United States. Japan's ability to maintain a viable 
economy is of necessity dependent on maintenance of an expanding volume of foreign 
trade. Its choice of trading partners, however, is dependent upon the willingness of 
various countries to receive the kinds of goods that Japan can profitably make.

The Commission undertook its analysis of Japan's foreign trade in the belief 
that the problems posed for the United States by various imports from Japan can best be
